A GOVERNMENT FOR ALASKA. 


The folly of giving Alaska a terri- 
torial form of government is abundantly 
illustrated when it is stated that the en- 
tire white population of that unfathom- 
able section does not exceed 500 per- 
sons, and that the most extravagant es- 
timate does not place the native popu- 
lation above 30,000. Not only does 
this great district, said to be as large in 
area as the entire United States, con- 
tain a ridiculously small population 
compared to other regularly constituted 
territories, but the inhabitants are 
scattered over thousands of miles of 
country and the few settlements and 
government stations are separated by 
-wastes of territory hundreds of miles in 
extent. Added to the scattered condi- 
tion of the people and the distance 
from one settlement to another, there 
are no adequate or satisfactory means 


of transportation, and the operations 


of any form of government would nec- 
essarity be confined to a very limited 
section of the country. The idea of 
‘giving Alaska a Governor and 
Territorial Legislature, not to men- 
tion the various territorial of- 
ficials is laughable in the extreme. 
The plan of burdening the United 
States government with the enormous 
expense necessary to run such a gov- 
ernment is outrageous. There would be 
about as much reason or economy in 
the United States sending a minister 
and diplomatic corps to Patagonia or 
the Fijiislands. But great minds dif- 
fer. Senator Miller, the fur monopo- 
list of the northern seas, says Alaska 
must have a territorial government, and 
Senator Miller certainly ought to know. 
He should appreciate the wants of that 
country for itis essentially his own, and 
every man should be the best judge of 
his individual necessities. 


For over a yearJ.J. Owen of the San 
Jose Mercury has been endeavoring to 
induce the good people of the Garden 
City to light their city with electricity 
instead of gas. At last his efforts were 
rewarded with success and the construc- 
tion of an immense electric tower was 
commenced. Tuesday night the tower 
was completed and the light turned on 
in all its glory in the presence of a great 
multitude of spectators.
